avashin<;ton park racing. 

One of the cloeeiit and most seneational fin- 
ishes of the season up to date was seen in yes- 
terday’s sixth race at Washington Park. Three 
horses, Castake, Limelight and Patroon, each 
in the same stride, flashed ]>ast the wire on 
almost equal terms, but judges Pettingill, Tre- 
yathan and Kuhl did not waste a second’s time 
and imniediately after the trio flashed by them, 
hung out numbers 6, 3, 8. Quick decisions of 
this kind are what the public like and when 
they are made grumbling is never heard. 

Castake's number was six and his victory was 
due mostly to jockey H. Stuarts' excellent 
ride. This youngster has few mounts but when- 
ever he rides he is always up near the front and 
the way he handled Castake, especially in the 
last sixteenth, is worthy of comment. The 
gelding was tiring at the end and when Patroon 
and Limelight got to and passed him he seemed 
beaten, but Stuart was not to be denied and 
while Knight, who rt>de Limelight, 
and Devin. who was upon Patrt>on, 
were bobbing and wobbling all over 
their their horses Stuart was sitting still 
saving his horse for the final struggle, and when 
it came in the last ten yards the boy dug his* 
spurs deep into Castake’s sides and the gelding 
with one last effort got up just in time to poke 
his nose in front. As the race was run. and con- 
sidering the condition the horses were in at the 
finish, Stuart could have won on any of the first 
three. 

The racing, outside of the sixth event, was 
w’ithout remarkable incidents all the way 
through, the continual defeat of favorites being 
the most notable feature. There was an acci- 
dent in the second race. Iceni, with Howell up, 
falling after the horses reached the stretch, but 
neither horse 'nor jockey was hurt, and this was 
soon forgotten. 

Quite a bit of speed was entered in the fourth 
event, which was at three-<]uarters t>f a mile, 
and when Headwater came rolling home an 
easy winner in 1 :13. none of the crowd wa^ 
greatly surprised. Nevertheless, the perform- 
ance was a smashing good one and again dem- 
onstrates Headwater's ability as a race horse. 
The unsexed son of Watercress— Headllower 
was ridden by T. Knight, who saved him skil- 
fully during a delay of about half an hour 
at the poet while the favorite. Belle of Mem- 
phis, ’and, in fact, all the others, with the ex- 
ception of Modrine, were fretting and spinning 
around like so many snakes in a barrel. 
Headwater got away second, but dropped in 
behind Hermoso and M<Klrine while going 
down the backstretch and stayed there until 
the three-quarter post was reached when 
Knight shot him to the front and all through 
the final furlong Headwater was hard held. 
Modrine profited by being saved at the post 
and beat John Yerkes two lengths for second 
place. Hermoso showed a fine turn of speed 
but the route w-as too far for him over the hard 
fast track and when the pinch came he had re- 
tired to obscurity. 

Belle of Memphis, so Jockey Cay wood claims, 
was stiff and sore and in no condition to do her 
best. The mare acted sourly at the post and 
went away propping, and from all indications 
the jockey’s statement was correct, and the 
Belle finished a distant fifth. 

Bullman started off as though he was going 
to win all the races, and before the other boys 
knew what hud happened he captured the first 
two, and later on in the day won another on 
Wax. T. Knight was quite busy himself. He 
had five mounts, won two races, was second 
twice and third once. So these two riders had 
things pretty much their own way. 

For a cfirtaiu raiser on the new week a mile 



condition race for three-year-olds and upward 
W’as offered, which Mr. Scoggan’s home-bred 
Florist— Czarina II. colt Florizar, ridden by 
Bullman, won rather handily. Florizar had 
quite a public following and was the only favor- 
ite during the afternoon that did not meet de- 
feat. Livadia, with Mathews up, set the pace 
for Florizar and at one time during the journey, 
over on the far turn, it appeared that .she was 
going to beat the Scoggan colt, but when the 
pressure came at the end Livadia weakened 
and Florizar, just nodding, won by an open 
length. 

Iceni, from Pat Dunne’s stable, for some un- 
known reason, was made a stout favorite for 
the five furlongs maiden two-year-old race, 
but he ran more like a cart horse than a thor- 
oughbred, and after bleeding took an ugly fall, 
turning a somersault and coming within an ace 
of killing .Jockey Howell. After the dust and 
excitement of the fall had cleared away it was 
noticed that Green Morris’ youngster, Vitellius, 
had won, witii Ella Dernham second, and Shut 
Up third. 

Russell R. seems to be a shifty little horse 
over a distance of ground and the mile and a 
quarter selling race was an easy thing for him. 
He was well backed all three ways by his owner, 
Charlie Ellison, and on him Tommy Knight 
rode a smashing g«H>d race. This boy as a rule 
is^ool-headed. and he held Russell R. in sixth 
place until the stretch was reached. Then he 
cut l<K>se, and, quicker than a wink, the colt 
passed the staggering pacemakers, winning by 
himself. Behind Russell R. there was some 
sharp action, Limerick, The Bobby and Top- 
mast being hard at it and close together. 

Only three, Wax. Erwin and Norfonl went in 
the mile and fifty yards three-year-old race and 
they ran Indian file all the way. Norford went 
to the front at the start, but could not stay 
there long and after the first (luarter it was 
Wax all the way, he winning hard hehl by about 
three lengths. Erwin, who seems to be too 
heavy headed for Master J. Martin to ride, beat 
Norford three lengths for second place. Nor- 
ford was an odds-on favorite and his showing 
was not at all pleasing to the crowd, but the 
colt has dickey legs and the hard track wa.« not 
to his liking. 

Albert Simons has bougiit Fly By Night from 
Barney Schreiber, and will start him in the 
Midway Stakes today. 

Ex- jockey Mayberry bought Russell R. at a 
private sale after his race, for .51,200.

AMERICAN JOCKEYS ABROAD. 

For very many j^ears past the way in which 
racehorses have been ridden has given great 
dissatisfaction to owners and responsible train- 
ers, who have seen the work of months cast to 
the winds through the incompetence, indiffer- 
ence to instructions, or even worse, on the part 
of the jockey. Utterly lacking in originality, 
jockeys have followed one another like so many 
sheep, and up to a certain perk»d every race from 
five furlongs upward was run on similar lines. 
Whatever the distance, and however keen each 
seemed to be to get off before any other,no sooner 
was a start effected than there commenced a 
wholesale pulling and hauling as though the fear 
existed that the horses could not survive to the 
end of the distance if let go. Distance races 
were robbed of their value because it was the 
rule to ignore any part save the last quarter of 
a mile or so. Jockeys were all waiting for that 
bugbear of English race riding, the artistic 
finish. To win by a short head with seven 
pounds in hand might not unreasonably be 
stated to be the aim and object of the English 
joc'key. 

Suddenly on the scene appeared Sloan, the 
American jockey. Being something quite dif- 
ferent to what had been seen before in England 
he was very properly ridiculed. “Monkey on a 
stick” was the favorite description of his atti- 
tude on a horse. The simile may not be inapt, 
but the mrmkey began to win races with ex- 
traordinary frequency. His seat was absurd, 
because he could not control a horse, yet horses 
came straight through long distances for him. 
How could he use his whip in that position? 
He would fall off if he tried. Yet he snatched 
races in the last few strides, whip or no whip. 
When, at Newmarket, he won five races off the 
reel, we were told his mounts were picked 
for him. Perhaps they were by that 
time, and with most excellent reason. 
Trainers had become tired of intrusting 
picked mounts to jockeys who threw away a 
certainty through the overpowering attraction 
of the “artistic finish,” or from a contemptible 
ignorance of the pace. In Sloan they found a 
jockey who did not nullify the value of a good 
start by immediately pulling his mount back 
to the others, but let it go smoothly on ; who. 
if told that the horse he was be= triding had been 
trained to encompass a mile and a half at its 
best pace, did not cover the first mile at a can- 
ter and so make a four furlong race of it, but 
raced all the way. By these simple tactics, for- 
tified. no doubt by a fine knowledge of pace, he 
set at naught the suggestion of picked mounts 
by winning easily, time after time, on animals 
that could make no kind of show with an English 
jockey up. 

It is now recognized that nothing could have 
been more favorable to the best interests of the 
turf than the advent of Sloan and the coming 
to England of his now considerable following. 
The character of our races has been completely 
altered, for when an American jockey is up it is 
an unusual thing for the race not to be run true. 
Into the public the American jockeys have in- 
stilled the greatest confidence, for, with their 
own eyes, they can see them on every occasion 
trying to get “first past the stick.” The fre- 
quency with which they do this has become 
extraordina ry. 

At Ascot we saw them win seventeen races 
out of twenty-eight, leaving only eleven to be 
divided among their numerous English rivals, 
and a few days later the three Americans who 
were riding at Gatwick on the first day won 
every race on the card between them. Some 
reasons for thi.s success have been suggested, 
but there are others. The peculiar seat, ridicu- 
lous as it appears to English eyes, is a very

imjwrtant factor. The forward position of the 
saddle is in ob»*dience to the theory that, as a 
horse’s propelling powers come .solely from be- 
hind, that portion should be left as free as pos- 
sible. The crouching attitude is adopted out 
of deference to the theory of wind resistance, 
which is a board school matter. It is not the 
invention of Sloan or any other pale face jockey, 
but was adopted from the North American 
Indian. We have never seen it stated in print, 
so it may be interesting to learn that the way 
the crouching seat came to be adopted was 
after an instructive lesson received by an Amer- 
ican stable at the instance of some Indians. 
These, riding the horses in the style beloved 
of the illustrators of Fenimore Cooper and 
kindred writers, brought about inexplicable 
results, for whichever horse one of them rode 
in a trial won, although previously proved to 
be a stone or so worse than those if defeated. 
Americans are admittedly more receptive than 
ourselves, so, instead of indulging in sarcastic 
allusions to monkeys on sticks, they set about 
inquiring into the inwardness of things. The 
result is before us. In America the matter of 
wind pressure is intelligently taten into con- 
sideration. Here it is comprehended by a 
limited number. The majority would scoff 
at the American who went out into the open 
and presently said, “There’s a seven-pound 
wind blowing today.” But why scoff ? Speaking 
roughly, racehorses running short distances 
travel at a rate of thirty-five miles an hour. 
Call this a pressure of five pounds per square 
foot and it is at once demonstrable to the com 
monest intelligence that a jockey who presents 
one foot less surface of resistance than another 
has a five-pound advantage over him. This is 
why one hears the remark made that the Amer- 
ican jockeys ride five pounds lighter than those 
of England. — London Field. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

The owners and trainers turning down Eliza- 
beth M. last fall as not wanting her at any price 
have furnished considerable paddock gossip of 
late, since the filly’s good win at Sheepshead. 
History repeats itself apparently in the case of 
June Gayle, son of the champion race 
horse of his day, Henry of Navarre. 
When sent to the New York market for 
public sale in the spring of 1899 the chestnut 
colt by Henry of Navarre— Lisric was taken 
with dLstemper and had to be “carted” away 
to a horse dispensary. He survived the attack, 
as forty-nine out of fifty usually do, but he did 
not thrive during the warm summer months, 
and when led into the sales ring in Sep- 
tember at what are now the Fasig-Tipton 
Company’s paddocks at Sheepshead Bay he was 
a veritable “bag of bones” and no one wanted 
him, but finally a bid of .$100 was reached and 
at that sura he changed hands. This spring, 
()ut of four starts in the west, he ran second at 
four and one-half furlongs, being beaten after 
a drive ; won the Harold Stakes on June 12 and 
the Covington Stakes on June 23. -Spirit of the 
Times.
